1.The Rainbow 


1.The rainbow is a natural wonder, and a symbol with connotations like love and beauty. 
Through these connotations the rainbow has come to represent reality, the world of the senses, 
and the pleasures of the flesh. 


2. That rainbows are broken or refracted light makes their existence illusory. While there are 
natural ways for light to become broken, the artifice necessary for breaking light makes the 
rainbow the first of many wonders that inspires scientific knowledge. 


3. The illusion of the rainbow is a representation of the illusion inherent in reality. Perception 
itself is an illusion, a simulation. Thus, reality and all of its effects are the result of a larger 
perception in the mind of a larger brain outside of this dimension. 


4. A rainbow requires light, a prism, and darkness. A rainbow cannot exist without light, 
something to shatter the light, and a contrasting backdrop upon which to appear. The rainbow is 
the inversion of light, an infinite spectrum as opposed to a blinding white light. 


5. When we think of the rainbow culturally, the spectrum of personality becomes readily 
apparent. The rainbow has come to represent all diversity, all spectrums, all categories, and 
even hidden truths behind the things we take for granted. Since the sexual revolution the 
rainbow has come to represent the spectrum of sexuality that human beings can feel. 


6. The rainbow is a symbol for the powers that be in their worldly dominion. The rainbow is an 
illusion, the mask, persona. To be caught in this illusion of diversity, we lose sight of the 
underlying unity of all things. What we call reality is an illusion, and believing this illusion over 
the truth is the true nature of sin or missing the mark. 


7. When we believe in illusions over the truth we become deluded and are prone to wickedness. 
Sadism, the rule of gold, and the world of human creation over the majesty and glory of our 
creator has us tripping over our own narcissism in the face of a glaring, obvious truth. 


8. The darker the storm the brighter the rainbow. Darkness and rainbows go hand in hand. It is 
through fear and ignorance that we become mesmerized, entranced by the dark spell of the 
rainbow. It is easy to believe in mindless compliance, and often the powers that be are enforcing 
this thoughtless obedience since it is in their best interest that you do. 


9. The rainbow gives us hope in the darkness of the storm, but it is a false hope in the spirit of 
diversity. Hope from the rainbow is in spite of the underlying unity of all things as exemplified by 
the light of truth. Only the light shall set you free. 


2.The Light 


1.The light that illuminates the world from the sun is the source of all life. Light is the source of 
life.

When something is in darkness, we cannot know what 
it is, itis unknown, but when we remove the barriers that bind whatever it is in the unknown, 
then it becomes obvious and undeniable, self evident to all. When we make the unconscious 
conscious the same thing happens inwardly: we see ourselves more clearly.

3.Light V.S. Rainbow

3.Emphasizing unity instead of diversity, while respecting whatever diversity exists, is far more 
healthy for society and culture than emphasizing distinctions and the infinite spectrum of 
personality traits while ignoring the underlying unity of all things through consciousness. 


4. While infinite diversity is inherently a reality, the underlying unity through consciousness is 
what makes that diversity possible. The two are one, and by loving both we become one with 
God. This is the key to Christ consciousness and the holy spirit. 


5. The conscious connection of each and every life on this planet is the mature mental stage of 
a civilized society of people. When we entertain divisions as truth, when we think the rainbow is 
the light, we become too distant from Mind to receive the message of "love others as yourself," 
and "love God" because we replace the symptoms (our intelligence) with the cause (the Mind). 


4.Light V.S. Dark 


1. The light is the truth and darkness is ignorance, or living in the absence of truth. Truth binds 
us all together. The unity of all things generates love and the denial of that unity brings about 
death. 


2. Just as there is a life instinct, and that is the will of God, so too there is a death instinct, and 
that is the will of God also. However, when the instinct to death is outweighing the instinct to life, 
wars are begun. Through the embrace of the established boundaries and categories of people, 
atrocities are committed. Through a recognition of the inherent existence and felt experience of 


a simulated reality (Creation) generated by a universal Mind (God) love for all life is not only 
possible, but inevitable. 


3. The life instinct is countered by the death instinct. The life instinct can become imbalanced 
and overcrowding can occur.. The death instinct is a result of crowding, but not necessarily 
overpopulation, but when overpopulation occurs crowding is more likely. The death instinct is 
also the result of an imbalance in the masculine and feminine of a society. 


4. Without the recognition of a creator God the darkness of the mind consumes the avatar until 
only darkness remains.

9. Stagnancy and inflexibility is the characteristic of darkness. It is when water becomes 
stagnant that it becomes dark and full of the muck that helps spawn reptiles. The same can be 
said of the mind. 


The Rainbow and The Light 


The rainbow has become the popular symbol of today's culture. In truth the rainbow represents 
how divided we have become because of artificial cultural factors like government and 
sociological statistical analysis. The light of truth has been forgotten for the stimulating and 
distracting devil of worldly pleasures, government control, and media manipulation. 


The world is meant to give us pleasure and pain in order for us to learn and evolve, but when 
we become consumed by pleasure our culture and civilization suffers. The slogan that love is 
love is a terrible oversimplification of what love actually means. 


Love is unity through consciousness, not just indulging in whatever urge we have as animal 
bodies. When we come closer to the animal as opposed to the divine, we miss the mark of why 
we were born through creation. 


The body is an aspect of the rainbow. As much bodily diversity as there is, it is no wonder that 
we use the rainbow as a metaphorical symbol of racial diversity.

Only by identifying with, and loving the higher power that makes you, can you love your 
neighbor as yourself. Trying to love others any other way is inevitably going to lead to suffering 
and sadness because separation breeds confusion. 


When we realize that the deepest part ourselves is the same as the deepest part of all other life 
and material reality, we cannot help but feel positive regard for the reality in which we find 
ourselves. In contrast, when we see ourselves as unique and different from everyone else, and 


cannot find a commonality or union with those around me, the resulting fear and resentment 
breeds hatred and disgust with the reality in which we find ourselves. 


Some of this is inevitable. When we live in a world full of toxicity, we rightly should feel disgust. 
However disgust can be inculcated in people when it aughtent be, and what should evoke 
disgust can be regarded as beautiful with enough programming. The malleability of the human 
psyche is still a rather untested scientific question that was regarded unethical to test by modern 
political and cultural critics. 


Nonetheless, we are headed towards a precipice of rule by the experts because of the grooming 
we received by what we call education today, but which is more apt to be called indoctrination to 
technocracy. The only way out is by recognizing that life and death are poles of the same 
spectrum.

So for the light to shine through, and banish the darkness of willful ignorance and willful 
acceptance of tyranny and of moral insanity, and of sexual depravity, we must first come into the 
light of the truth ourselves, and become bearers of light. Remember that the rainbow vanishes 
when the light is present. When the storm settles all that is left is the warm light of truth. 


And when night falls, as in a dark age, all may seem lost but the stars in the sky and the moon 
give hope that the light will return. The light is the unbending, life giving truth that only 
awareness can identify.
